In our previous article we took 
up original no trump bids of one 
under the McKenney system of 
contract bidding. To-day we will 

| discuss when and how to support 
partner's original no trump. 


Supporting Original No 
Trump Bid of One. 


In assisting original no trump 
bids of ione by partner, you use 
the pitch scale for valuing your 
hand the same as the original bid- 
der, except that the supporting 
hand Is allowed one’ additional 
point each for the ace, king or 

J queen if it heads a five-card suit; 
eg. if your hand contained the 
nce, queen and three amoll din- 
monda and your partner bid an 
original one no trump, you would 
count four for the ace of dia- 
monda and two for the queen of 
diamonds, and in addition you 
would be allowed one point for 
the ace of dianvonds and one point 
for the queen of dinmonds as they 
head a five-card sult, giving ‘you 
a total count in the diamond suit 
of eight points in support of part- 
ner’s original no trump bid. 


The reason this additional point] 


in given for ench of the three top 
honours.if they had a> five-card 
suit ts because partner is very 
npt to hold one of the missing high 
honours, or If you hold all theee, 
that will be his weak spot and 
this suit {a quickly entablished for 
four or perhaps five tricks. 

In original one no trump hida, 
you wil note that a differznt total 
count da required for’ ench of the 
four different positicns. Yon will 
support partner's original one no 
trump to two no trump when the 
combined count of the two hands 
totals, 22, aad to threo no trump 
when the combined count is 24; 
eg. if partner opens with a bid 
of one no trump first hand, he 
shows a count of at. least 13, 
therefore you must have a count 
of nine to raise him to 
trump, or a count of 11 
him to three no trump, 
ho bid no trump fourth hand, as- 
auming of course that there had 
becn no intervening bids, he shows 
a count of nt least 16, therefore 
you would need only seven to raise 
him to two no trump and nine to 
raise him to three no trump. 

When partner has opened with 
an original one no = trump and 
your hand contains one and one- 
half to two quick tricks, you 
should endeavour to support part- 
ner’s no trump, with no interven- 
ing bid, even though you must 
shade the count slightly. The 
reason for thia is that if you ‘hold 
two aces, or a side ace and a side 
king, undoubtedly these are part- 
nora weak spots and if he could 
bid a no trump ‘with theac miss- 
ing high cards, you mny have- just 
what he needs to produce a game, 

Holding two and onezhalf quick 

| tricks and no good biddable four 
or five-cnrd major suit, you should 
take partner to three No trump, 
even though the count has to be 
‘shaded a point or two, 


When a hand contaidimg two 
and one-half quick tricks with no 
good biddable suit is opposite an 
original no trump hand, game 
will result in a-great majority of 
enses, 

If partner opens with an origi- 
nal one no trump and the oppo- 
nents put In a suit pid, not only 
are you required to have sufficient 
count, but you must also have the 
opponents’ sult stopped in order 
to raise partner’s no trump.

When it is fur- 
ther borne in mind that there fs, 
as u general rule, ‘no rush of can- 
didates when Vacancies occur, it 
will be. seen that elections are few 
and far between. However, next 
month, the electorate will nave the 
somewhat rare experience of going 
to the poll, since there tre two 
nominees for the seat which has 
become vacant. One of the candl- 
dates is a well-known medical 
practitioner, with admirable quali- 
fications for such a position; the 
other, who comes forward as the 
nominee of the Kowloon Residents 
Aasociation, can claim 4 most use- 
ful record of public service. Can- 
vassing has already bexun, and 
although neither of the candidates 
has yet come forward with a “plat- 
form," the contest should be a 
most interesting one. : 

The privilege of voting in Hong- 
kong is so rarely ‘enjoyed that 
there is probably no very clear 
iden nmongat ratepayers as to who 
are entitled to exercise the fran- 
chise, and who are not. It may be 
explained, therefore, that the 
voters’ pancl comprises those who 
are on the Jury List and those 
who, by reason of their calling, 
are exempt therefrom. There is a 
long list of exempted persons, 
ranging. from persons holding 
salaried office under the Crown to 
legal practitioners and ‘their 
clerks, newapaper editors and their 
staffs, - doctors, chemists,” “and 
clergymen to masters of steamers. 

| Those Hable to jury service are all 
mole persons batween the ages of 
21 and 60, of sound mind, not 
afflicted with deafness, blindnesf 
or other such infirmity, who are 
good’ and sufficient persons resi- 
dent within the Colony,’ and are 
“not ignorant of the English Inn: 
grunge.” In other words, in the. 
absonce of any property quallfica- 
ton, such as exists at Home, the 
Jury List, with specified exemp- 
tions, comprises tha clestoral: roll. 
An intoresting point, however, 
arises concerning ‘ the exempted 
class. The presumption is that 
when the law wag orlylnally, draft- 
ted, iL was imended that oily those 
who woult.ordinarily bo Hable to 
jury. service should bo entitled to 
exereiso the franchise. But It is 
quite concolvable that amongst the 
exempted class: there arc many 
who, had ‘they bolonged to some 
‘other calling, could not, by ‘rengon 


of thelr {gnorance of English, tor! 
example, qualify for jury service.: 
Tho point therefore arises whe- 
ther any such should have the 
right to.vote at Sanitary Board 
elections. It seems to us that the 
on’y basta an which this problem 
won Le Belyed fs. whon applieattuns 
are made fur r»emption, fur "6 
Registrar to app y the jusy anrvice 
tust t the arylcant, and ‘ant If 
tho latter is unnble to pass that 
test,-he should be ruled out.

“It becomes apparent, indeed, 
when looking’ through the law 
governing jury service, that it 
badly needa overhauling. For 
example, what means have the 
authorities nt their disposal of dis- 
covering who, and how many, 
amongst the Colony’s residents aro 
liable for auch service? The law 
says that the Registrar shall every 
year make an alphabetical list “‘of 
all persons nacertained by him to 
be Hable to serve as jurors.” How 
does he select the names? . Pre- 
aumably by securing auch data as 
he ean from hong lists, the -pro- 
perty-owners' rol), etc. Obviously, 
on such n basis there must be many 
names never included either in tho 
Jury List or in the lat of exempted 
persons. However, it the moment 
the chief necessity would appear 
to~be some method of deciding 
who, amongst the evempted 
classes, are entitled to vote at 
Sanitary Board elections, and who 
are not, The ‘point is of vital 
importance in view of the large 
number of people affected. 


The Seven Towns of Britain. 


The myaterics which lie behind 
the figures of the British census of 
1931 have nat yet been probed to 
their depths, and years will’ have 
passed before all the information 
‘they hold will have been brought 
to light. Prof. C. B. Fawcett of 
London University has deduced 
from them that Great Britain 18 
tending to become a country con- 
nisting of seven towns, with seven 
economic centres, around which 
revolve the lives of persons form- 
inge seven economic unite. Each 
of these units he xpeaks of as 4 
“conurbation.” Thus the conurba- 
tion of London extends somewhat 
beyond the boundaries of the so- 
called “Greater London,” and in- 
eludes a population of approx: 
imately 10,000,000, His six other 
urban units in Britain ure those 
of Manchester, Birmingham, Weat 
Yorkshire. Glasgow, Merseyside 
(Liverpool) and Tyneside. He 
might, perhaps, have added the 
Cardiff-Newport area as an 
eighth. The point that arises i 
not merely that these seven “are 
the largest and most important of 
the town-arens, nor even that they 
already include half of the total 
urban population of Great Britain. 
What ja even more remarkable {s 
that durine the last ten years their 
rate of increase has been: nearly 
twice as fast as that in the rest 
of the country. If this process 
continues, the Britai of .the not 
distant future will consist exclu; 
sively of seven or eight towns or 
town nrens.. For each of these 
there will be one humming centre 
of metropolitan - activity, from 
whieh will radiate local electric 
railways, roads with their local 
nutomobile traMlc, and telophone 
lines belonging to the one tele- 
phone aren. Each will tend to 
have its own coordinated transport 
system and its own town-planning 
authority, providing zones of open 
country between layers of built- 
up townland, There will be & 
movement for establishing in each 
case one powerful authority for 
local government, to which the 
dozens of small authorities now 
trending on one another's toos will 
be subordinate, An elected gov- 
erning body exercising authority 
over on¢ of the seven conurbations 
of Great Britain would draw ‘to 
itself local patriotism and prestige, 
nnd would be able to take over 
many duties now discharged by 
Parliament. Parlinment would be 

ret free for larger tasks, and the 
machinery of national government 
would. work more smoothly. Thus

ALBERT HALL 


. iG London, Mar. 30. 

. Two brothers from o' Welsh col- 
licry town were responsible for fill- 
ing two.éf London’s biggest’ public 
halls yesterday—morning, after- 
noon and night—with great throngs 
of worshippers. 
, At the Albert Hall, Mr. George 
Jeffreys, principal .of the Elim 
Four-square Gospel Alliance, con- 
ducted the gatherings, while hia 
elder brother, Pastor Stephen Jef: 
freyu, a convert ofthe Welsh reylyal 
of 1904-5, prenched nt the Kings-

At night 160 converts were bap- 
tised at the Albert Hal, where there 
was a gathering of 10,000, 

In front of the platform was a 
tank of tepid water surrounded by 
imitation grass and ving flowers. 

Three men In tennis shirts and 
flannels and three women in long 
white robes and bathing caps were 
the first to enter the tank. Prin- 
cipal JeiTreys followed in long black 
Tobe, and stood in thelr midat, 
while flood lights were turned on 
them.

RACING MOTORIST’S 
ESCAPE 


SIX INCHES FROM 
DISASTER 


London, Mar. 31, 

Robbed ‘by the gale of any 
chance of breaking his own 138 
miles oan hour lap record for 
Brooklands track; Sir Henry Bir. 
kin, in a 4,422 ¢.c. Bentley, yer- 
terday had one of the most au: 
tonishing: drives ever seen there. 

Against a 60 m.p.h. wind, which 
buffeted the three-ton car like a 
baby machine, he averaged 13644 
miles an hour for one Jap in the 
long handicap, and won the race 
at a speed of 122,07 miles an hour 
for the nine miles. 

Starting from seratch, in the] 
second lap he was travelling at 
146 miles an hour when the wind 
got underneath the car as it was 
leaving the railway embankment, 
and for three or four seconds the 
front wheeld were completely off 
the ground. 

When they touched the track 
uxain the car Jurched to the right, 
missing the railings by barely stsx 
inches. 

Nalf a mile later. on the Chert- 
sey embankment, u slower car + 
few yards ahead was blown out of 
its course just as Birkin was about 
to pasg, ‘ 

Birkin, already travelling with- 
in three feet of the rim of the 
track, wna forced to yo higher to 
avoid a crash.

| EFFECTS OF MODIFIED 


DESIGN 


The ship of the future will be 
run much more economically as.a 
-result of important modifications 
in design which will follow dis- 
covories made in the course of ex: 
periments, extending ‘ over two 
years, which havo been carried out 
at the National Physical Labora- 
tory at Teddington. 


For years past acientista hava 
realised that if tho wind resistance 
of tho 5 ppereesnicrare of vesacls 
could bo lessened nn enormous re- 
duction in power—and consequently 
in fucl costsa—could bo- offected. 
In tho last two years Intonslvo 
efforts have been made s0 to shape 
and place the superstructure « that 
its wind resistance should bo effec- 
tively reduced. It is in this direc- 
‘tion that the scientists have trium- 
phed, for they have discovered, for 
instance, that by shaping the 
bridge structure a different way 
they can cut down fts wind resis- 
tanco by half, and that by bringing 
the: different parts of the structure 
together tho total resistance is be- 
low that of any one part. 


This represents one of the big- 
gest steps forward {n the progress 
of British shipping that has been 
mado, for, if the wind resistance be 
decreased, it naturally follows that 
the power nectssary to drive the 
ship is proportionately : less, and 
thus a yaluable saving in fucl costa 
is achieved. ; 


The modifications: in design 
which are suggested will not mean 
a revolutionary change in appear- 
ance. There is just one difference 
which will be noticed—funnels are 
to be. oval-shaped instead of 
cylindrical. 


‘TOWING A WHALE 


SHIP’S ADVENTURE 
OFF ELBE 


Berlin, Mar. 27, 


A whale, over 26ft. long and 
weighing about six tons, has been 
caught at the mouth of the Elbe, 
near Cuxhaven. Tho monster was 
seen from n ship on Thursday 
stranded on some wooden _ piles 
close to land. 


A boat was lowered, and, after a 
prolonged struggle, the erew suc- 
ceeded in fastening an iron chain 
to the whale's tail arfd pulling the 
crenture out into deeper water. 
They then fastened the chain to 
the stern of the ship and.towed the 
whale into Cuxhaven. 


Unfortunately, however, — this 
method of transport made it im- 
possible for the whale to raise its 
head above water, and by the time 
Cuxhaven was reached it had suffo- 
ented: The gigantic -carcase’ was 
yesterday towed up to Hamburg.

RUBBER INDUSTRY _ 
PROBLEM. . 


REGULATION OF SUPPLY 
NOT POSSIBLE 


London, Apr. 22... 
The diMculties with which the 
rubber Industry’ js contending 
were emphasised by Sir Herbert 
Wright, presiding at a meeting of 
the Rubber Growers’ Association, 
“The changes in estate practice 
which have lowered costs,” he 
said, “should not be regarded na 
permanent. The. benefits of the 
first riso in selling price will in 
all probability, go towards im: 
proving tho position of the staff 
and Jabourers on estates, and 
making good the deterioration duc 
to the Inack of cultivation. The 
urgent problem is not of — pro- 
ducing: more rubber at a lower 
coat but ‘finding more outlets for 
produce, Low prices might have 
fo continue for many yeurs before 
a large acreage of poor rubber is 
permanently abandoned. 


Regulation Pilon Shelved. 


“The Association in the past 
two years hax taken an active 
purt in the endeavour to bring 
about legislation for the regula- 
tion of supplies but in view of 
the recent Anglo-Dutch  Govern- 
ment announcement it had to be 
recognised ‘that international re- 
gulation of production, however 
desirable and however advantage- 
ous, had to be shelved, possibly 
for all time. 

Alhough the sequel is not, and 
enppot be known for many years, 
we feel, as owners and trustees of 
the Industry, and the unquestion- 
able value to. civilisation, that 
our responsibility has been in- 
creased by the Governments’ 
decision, We must endeavour to 
rectify the position by adopting. 
measures culeulated to reduce the 
huge stocks on hand and increase 
the permanent demand for the 
product, so that the plantation 
industry will once again. be re- 
established on a protitable basis.” 


Vulnerable Position. 

“The industry is in ag most vul- 
nerable position, for science will 
undoubtedly enable .the manufac- 
turers to make one ton of rubber go 
much further in 1940 than in 
1950, ee 

Sir Herbert Wright considered 
the consumption of the present 
year unlikely to rise rapidly. 
According. to some authorities it 
might not exeeed 650,000’ tons, 
while the potential supply might 
not be much less than last yenr. 


Government Attitude. 

The Government's attitude to- 
wards the rubber problem was ex- 
pressed by Sir Cunliffe Lister in 
speaking on the Colonial — esti- 
mates in the House of Commons, 

“He said he welcomed — the 
recent restriction of negotintions 
because he was anxious to get an 
effective scheme of control, if 
possible, He was convinced of 
one thing—what the indutsry 
needed above all was the cer- 
tainty as regards jtg future,, 

Any ‘scheme must restrict pro-’ 
duction to an extent which In rea- 
sonable time would — reduce 
stock to, normal proportions and 
co-ordinate the supply and de- 
mand, It was quite impracticable 
to get any scheme to control na- 
tive production, He regretted the 
conference's failure to produce 2 
scheme, but was sure that the 
Lnegatiators were right.—-Reuter.
